LOOT IN RAID 
ON CHICAGO 
SAFE BOXES 


CHICAGO, Aug. 29.—The raid on 


the safevkposit vaults of the Security 
Safe Deposits Company In the Masonic 
Temple last night by four unmasked 
robbers, netted the bandits about $250,- 
000, K was estimated today. 


The robbers escaped after a leis- 


urely search of seventeen safety de- 
posit boxes, although they overlooked 
$40000 in one thousand dollars bills 
in one box. 


Today Michael Hughes, chief of de- 


tectives, characterized the affair as 
an "inside job" and held the two cus- 
todians of the vaults who, he said, told 
contradictory stories. Three other sus- 
pects hare been taken into custody. 


Four Robbers Well Dressed 


The four robbers, well dressed, ap- 


peared at tlie yaults. which are said 
to hold valuables 
worth $1,000,000, 


about S o'clock. 
One of them applied 


for a safety deposit box. 
When the 


doors to the vaults were opened the 
robbers louncl the custodians and then 
proceeded with lead mallets to open 
several boxes. 


They ^ere fired upon when leaving 


the bank more than an hour later, but 
escaped unhurt A few seconds later,

many detectives were 


swarming the building.
